American troops "represents the 
rankest kind of discrimination" 
against half a million negroes in 
uniform. Brown said most negroes 
were segregated into work units 
and non-combat groups and con- 
sequently were unable to receive 
points for combat service.

result he said "99 per cent of the 
negroes in overseas nrmlcs will be 
the last to return home."

Take Point Jump 


New Attack I» Made Upon 


Black Market Groups 


via Tax Evasion 


Washington, May 14 ijpt— The 


feeding of liberated Europe be- 
came a housewives' problem today 
with a four-point Increase in the 
ration value of lard, shortening 
and cooking and salad oils. These 
now require 10 points a pound. 


This O.P.A. action, taken 
at 


12:01 a. m, yesterday, was accom- 
panied by a new attack on black 
market 
operators. 
O.P.A. an- 


nounced that the names of more 
than 3,000 price violators have 
been turned over to the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue so that the gov- 
ernment may try to recover illegal 
profits. 
This technique— similar to the 


one that sent Chicago's Al Capone 
to federal prison— will permit the 
government to determine whether 
the violators have attempted any 
income tax evasion. It will be used 
in all cases, a spokesman said, 
where O.P.A. discovers price viola- 
tions exceeding S500. 


Elsewhere on the ever-widening 


front: 


A tentative majority report by 


Senate food investigators called 
for creation of a "food czar" to 
centralize all government controls, 
increased subsidies for meat pack- 
ers and inauguration of subsidy 
payments to cattle feeders. 


President Truman said "We 


must and can find a way" to share 
American food with "others 
so 


badly in need." 
Mr. Truman 


wrote In replv to a letter 
from 
Food for Freedom. Inc., 
asking 


him to see "for the sake of the 
future peace and security of this 
nation and of the world . . • that 
our food commitments abroad are 
faithfully kept." 


These commitments led to the 


sudden increase' in point values 
for fats and oils. In announcing 
the boost. Price Administrator 
Chester Bowles pointed to the re- 
cent report of the intcragency 
committee on foreign shipments, 
whicli said this country must share 
its food supplies ''to aid morale in 
the United Nations and to prevent 
unrest and chaos In liberated 
countries." 


The committee, headed by For- 


eign Economic Administrator Leo 
T. Crowley. declared that a "sub- 
stantial adjustment" in the United 
States use of fats and oils would 
be necessary to meet the European 
deficit. 
Henceforth 
Americans 


will consume them at a rate of 
about 36 pounds a person a year, 
compared to the pre-war average 
of 44.7 pounds.

The Civil Air Patrol has been composed 


largely of experienced civilian pilots who 
were, lor one -reason or another, ineligible 
for duty with the armed forces. They have 
patrolled our coasts for more than three 
years, constantly on the lookout for signs of 
enemy action, and in all possible ways have 
promoted the safety of our shores. 


Today with the German menace removed, 


those in the eastern United States find their 
job coming to an end. But with a second 
war to be won, the American Field Service 
now offers them new opportunities. 


At the request of the Southeast Asia Com- 


mand, the Service is forming a volunteer air 
ambulance squadron of 
twenty single- 


motored 
airplanes which 
will evacuate 


wounded from forward areas in thj Indo- 
China theatre of battle. They will carry hos- 
pital cases to larger rear-area airstrips, 
where they can bo transferred to big trans- 
port planes en route to base hospitals. 


So civilian pilots, like most other -Ameri- 


cans, will find that need for their services 
hasn't melted away with the German sur- 
render. Only the field of action has shifted.

ONE MONTH OF THUMAV 


President Truman 1« clearly not likely to wear 


Ml heart on his 5lccvc. Therefore, after one month 
In office, he remains quite a mystery. During the 
first few dnys, conservatives were sure 
that hf 


would kick out all the New Dealers, lie hasn't. 
The New Dealers were boasting that he would ad- 
here rigidly to Franklin 0. Koosevclt's program In 
every detail. So far as nnyonc can discover a 
Roosevelt program, President 
Truman 
has not 


rigidly adhered to every detail of it. 


His appointments offer no clue to his mind or 


purposes. 
He has appointed old lino Democrats 


and New Dealers. He has flattered Henry Wallace 
but also the conservative Southern senators. He 
has offered Congress his friendship by 
delightful 


gestures, but vetoed perhaps the llrst act to come 
before him for signature. 


Ncjr does his foreign policy help us to under- 


itand the man. 
He has xone along with Koose- 


veltian Internationalism, 
but 
this country 
has 


ceased to 
be subservient to Russian policy. 
It 


would seem that he has brought the United States 
and Great Britain Into closer harmony ami has 
avoided a continuance of difference with 
France 


and the Argentine, lie went through with the 
San Francisco Conference, but has stood firm on 
both the Polish and Argentine issues. 


The lifting of the brown-out, the curfew, the 


ban on racing indicates a recognition or the peo- 
ple's wishes rather than an adherence to psycho- 
logical warfare. On the other hand, he has taken 
no drastic steps to solve the food problem which 
has become acute. 
His relations with the press 


arc respectfully cordial but he has done nothing to 
end the curious propagandist^ activities of the 
O.W.I. He has indicated that he will introduce 
economies whenever possible; yet lie has not thrown 
out the mass of useless employes of government 
who swell the national payroll and do little else. 


This seems to be the balance sheet for a month. 


It is an extraordinarily favorable balance sheet for 
a man who, in accordance with our system of gov- 
ernment, had lo take over this almost impossible 
job without preparation for it. He lias moved slow- 
ly, cautiously, wisely. His mistakes are a matter 
of opinion rather than on the record. 


More than anything else, Harry Truman's first 


month in the Presidency has proved, pcrhaus for- 
ever, that an average American can step into the 
Presidency with out any disadvantage to the coun- 
try. Harry Truman is an average American. His 
appearance is not picturesque. His voice is noth- 
ing that any elocution teacher \vould rave over. 
The language of his speeches is the simple, pedes- 
trian talk of the little business man addressing a 
Kiwanls Club. Yet. his words carry the assurance 
of sincerity. I do not know whether he writes iiis 
own speeches, but they are not written by Robert 
Sherwood or Sam Rosenman. They contain not a 
single word or sentence that has been polished lo 
ihine like a Neon sign on a dark night. 


Mrs. Truman has assumed the position of the 


first lady of the land, more like Mrs. Coolidge and 
Mrs. Hoover. It is. of course, a matter of tempera- 
ment and-taste. His daughter has in no manner 
projected herself. The Trumans have displayed 
tood taste, modesty and faultless propriety. 


The country responds favorably to good man- 


ners, particularly as when Mr. Truman was nomi- 
nated for the Vice-Presidency, so many asked. "Can 
you imagine Truman in the White House?" 


Well, he is in the White House and his family 


is in the White House and nothine untoward has 
happened to the country. 
In fact, this little man 


who came out of what some would call nothing, 
comports himself with dignity. 
Apparently, it is 


not necessary to be a blueblood to be an American 
gentleman; it is not necessary to he the most bril- 
liant mind In all the world to know ho.vv to handle 
one's self. 


Of course, this is the beginning of a career. The 


essence of our 
democratic 
system 
is eternal 


vigilance, scrutiny nnd criticism of public officials 
and should not—and judging his nature, he would 
not want to. -This much can be said: So far OK

FATIGUE CAUSED BV NERVOUSNESS 


We nrc hearing more these days than ever be- 


fore about weakness, fatigue, exhaustion. loss of 
ambition, low vitality and "weak spells". That much 
of this is caused by physical and mental work is 
true but most of it is caused by nervousness, tense- 
ness and anxiety. 


In the New England Journal of Medicine Dr. 


F. N. Allen reports the study of 300 consecutive 
cases complaining of above symptoms at the Lahey 
Clinic. Boston. Of the 300 cases. 61 (3) per cent or i 
in every 5) had some organic disease present which 
would account for the tiredness and weakness, and 
in the other 1!39 cases (SO per rent) the cause was 
nervousness or emotional disturbances. 


Of the 61 organic cases, the cause was found by 


physical examination in '2$, and the 
1 cause in Ihc 


other 33 xvas found by X-rays ami talwriUory tests. 


In the 239 cases without organic disease the 


fatigue was considered due to nervous causes di- 
vided into two groups: bcnip, t harmless* nervous 
conditions accounted for 189 cases and true or 
harmful neurosis for -14. In a benign thnnnlcss) 
nervous condition Ihc individual is born with a nor- 
mal mentality nnd emotional state "no different 
from the average but acquires nervous exhaustion 
because of special strain nnd stress, overwork, ex- 
cessive worn.- or loss of sleep."

A new state law went into effect 


on July 1, 1929, which affected all 
police departments in the state.

Our war against Japan is di- 


vided into two phases— the assault 
on the Mikado's home islands 
!which have been in the grip of 
an American bombing tornado 
;ince yesterday).. and the strug- 
gle in China— and the farther we 
progress, the more apparent it be- 
comes that these phases might 
become distinct from each other. 


That's by way of saying that it's 


possible— ulthough one can't label 
it ns a probability nt this time- 
that we might bo able to forte the 
surrender of Japan proper and 
still have before Us the vast task 
of beating the formidable enemy 
military machine on the conti- 
nent. In any event, this is a con- 
tingency for which we must be 
prepared. 


It therefore is gratifying to have 


Prime Minister Churchill assure 
us again that Britain will be fight- 
ing right along side us until the 
Japs arc cleaned up. That war 
in the Pacific isn't a matter for 
complacence, you know. 


Much of course 
depends 
on 


whether Russia joins us, especially 
as regards the house-cleaning in 
China. The way it looks now, it 
may be a great deal easier to force 
surrender of the Japanese main- 
land than to blast 2,000,000 tough 
Nipponese soldiers out of their 
fox-holes in China and Manchuria

WHEN THE BRIDESMAIDS 


USHER 


Due to the absence of many-- 


often times . all— of the bride- 
groom's friends, it hns become 
quite usual for the bridesmaids to 
serve as ushers. On occasion, two 
or four, wearing the uniforms of 
the services, take the part of the 
ushers, exactly. Usually, however, 
the bridesmaids take the double 
part. 


They wear not too fancy brides- 


maids' dresses (not too fancy 
meaning no exaggeration of space- 
taking skirts or size of picture 
hats). Simple tailored dresses, 
street-length or long, with small 
h&ts or head trimming and gloves 
most certainly are worn. 


They are on duty half an hour 


before the wedding, greet guests 
and walk with them just as ush- 
ers do. They do not offer their 
arms, except to someone who is 
old or for other reason in need of 
assistance. They escort men as 
well as women and must not show 
preference to the former! When 
escorting a man and wife, the 
usher walks with the wife and 
the husband follows alone. She 
walks beside a man who is alone. 
If a man offers his arm, she would 
take it, of course, rather than re- 
fuse. 


The idea of a reader that each 


wear a ribbon on her shoulder 
marked "usher," suggests a ball- 
room or theatre rather than a 
church. As a matter of fact, it is 
easy to see that there are sev- 
eral dressed alike. 


When the bride arrives, they get 


their own bridesmaid's bouquets, 
if not in uniform, and walk ahead 
of bride, two by two. If they are 
in uniform, they neiUier wear nor 
carry flowers.
